Corpor&tions shall be formed under general laws 


only, which laws may from time to time be altered 
or repealed. The legislature shall have the power 
to alter or amend ang charter of corporations now 
existing and amendable and any that may here- 
after be created, wheneverin their opinion it 
maybefor the public interest to do so, provided, 
however, that no injustice shall be done to the 
corporations, and no charter_for any private cor- 
Oration for pecuniary gain shall be granted for a 
onger per'od than ninety-nine years. 

Sec. 2. The legislature shall not remit the "for- 
feiture of franchise of any corporation now ex- 
isting, nor alter, nor amend the charter thereof, 
ner pass any general nor special law for the 
benefit of such corporation, except on condition 
that such corporation shall hereafter hold its 
charter and franchises subject to the provisions 
of this constitution. 

Sec. 3. All existing charters or grants of cor- 
porate franchises under which bona fide organi- 
zations have not taken place at the adoption of 
this constitution, shall be subject to the pro- 
visions hereof; and ail such chartera under which 
bona tide organizations shall not take place and be 
commenced in good faith within one year from 
the adoption of this constitution, shall hereafter 
have no validity unless a bona fide organization 
shail take piace thereunder, and bugjness be Com- 
menced within two years from the date of such 
charter or grant.

Morinr, Ala., October 21.—[Special.]—Rey. 
S. A. Pilley, on Saturday, at Greenville, Ala., 
announced himself an independent ailiance 
candidate for congress in the second Alabama 
district, opposing Mr. Herbert, the present 
representative and democratic nominee. Pil- 
ley is a Methodist minister on the superanuated 
list of the south Alabama conference. He 
was placed on this list for the reason that 
through alleged ill-health.and his fgreat age, 
he was unable to discharge the active duties 
as pastor of a congregation. Pilley was made 
postinaster at Troy by the present administra- 
tion. Ife has began an active canvass of his 
district, and surprise isexpressed in his church 
circles that a man|who surrendered ministerial 
charge of a _ smal! flock on account’ of 
ill-health, shonld be able to conduct 
an ardaous outdoor canvass of a congressional 
district, whose area stretches from the center 
of the state to the Florida line. 

The conference officers have his candidacy 
for congress under consideration, and it is as- 
serted by members of the conference that the 
experience of Dr. D. C. Kelley, of Nashville, 
who has been suspended from his ministerial 
charge for abandonment of duty, will be re- 
peated in Mr. Pilley’s case.

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ORIGINAL PACKAGES IN IOWA. 


to Step Prosecutions of the 
Liquor Dealers. 


Fort Donar, Ia,, October 21.—A system- 
atic scheme on the part of the liquormen of 
Iowa to bring back the original package to 
legal life, has been discovered in this city. A 
number of men who were openly engaged in 
the original package business last summer, 
‘wed circulars purporting to come fromthe 
secretary of the State Original Package Deal- 
ers’ Association. The name signed to the cir- 
cular was that of a prominent Council Bluffs 
liquor dealer.- In the name of the newly 
formed association every saloon keeper was 
urged to coniribute liberally toa fund tobe 
used in an attempt to secure an injunction re- 
straining Iowa courts from prosecuting the 
original package dealers under the old pro- 
hibition law. It is claimed that the recent 
Kansas decision gives good grounds for such 
wn action.

IN FULL BLAST AGAIN, 

Sioux Ciry, Ia., October 21.—Original 
package houses are beginning to open here in 
view of the recent Kansas decision. The city 
authorities are arresting the proprietors and 
fining them $50 a month, as was done before 
congress passed the bill. There are at least 
800 places where liquor is sold, but these 
places will be closed up by the city authori- 
ties and only respectable original package 
houses allowed to-run. 

WILL LICENSE THEM. 

Yankton, 8. D., October 21.—Original 
package houses here have been reopened on 
the strength of the recent Kansas decision. 
City officials will probably pass an ordinance 
licensing such houses.

New Yorn, October 21.—Touching a dis- 
patch from Chicago received in this city today 
to the effect that a consolidation of the Adams 
and United States Express Companies has 
been agreed upon, Superintendant Hoey, of 
the Adams Company, said: 

‘*There is positively not a word of truth in 
the report in question, nor is there the slight- 
eat probability that said consolidation will ever 
be effected. England and this country are 
quite likely to unite their fortunes as that the 
union will ever take place.’’ 

Officials of the United States Company were 
equally emphatic in denying the rumor.

Lone Istanp City, L. I., October 21.— 
Mayor Park J. Gleason, of this city, who was 
convicted last week of assault in the third de- 
gree upon George R. Crowley, Long Island 
agent of the Associated Press, was arraigned 
before Judge Cullen in the Queens county 
court of oyer and terminer here this morning, 
and sentenced. After motions for a new trial, 
arrest of judgment, etc., had been denied, 
Judge Cullen imposed a sentence of five days 
in the county jail anda fine of $250. Judge 
Cullen was very severe on Mayor Gleason’s 
act. The courtroom was crowded, and a burst 
of applause which — the sentence was 
promptly suppressed by the court.

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HILL ON THE GROUND 


LEADING THE FIGHT AGAINST MR, 
M’KINLEY. 


HIS SPEECH AT CANTON YESTERDAY 


New York's Governor Shows Up the Outrages 
Committed by the Republican Party in 
Order to Perpetuate Itself. 


i 

_ Canton, O., October 21.—Governor David 
B. Hill arrived here at 5:30 o’clock p. m., to- 
day. He was met at the station a few miles 
below the city by a reception committee. A 
large throng ‘greeted his appearance as he 
alighted from the train. He went immediately 
to District Attorney Welty’s house, whose 
guest he will be until tomorrow, when he 
leaves to speak at Wooster, in this congress- 
ional distric%. 

A torchlight parade of democratic clubs took 
place tonight, about 1,500 beingin line. An 
old skating rink, accommodating 2,000 people, 
in which the mass meeting was held tule 
and which the governor addressed, was filled 
to overtiowing. 

When the governor was introduced by Chair- 
man Welty, he was vigorously applauded as 
he stepped tc the front of the stage. 

An important political campaign is that — 
which our country has entered. None more im- 
portant has been held in this generation. 

The contest is not merely between men or 
parties, and not only between governmental 
policies. The question presented to our voters is 
not whether the next house of representatives will 
be republican or democratic, but whether the 
nature of our federal government is to be radically 
modified and the integrity of our institutions 
successfully threatened. The reat issue 
is the record of the republican party 
in its brief control of congress. No party has 
more recklessly defied precedents, more flagrantly 
disregarded principles, more boastfully over- 
turned traditions, more seriously invaded pri- 
vate rights, mosge arbitrarily encroached upon pre- 
rogative of states, or more tyrannically used 
power of partisan majority. Animating motive 
of its acts seems to have been only perpetuation 
ofits own power. It has cared nothing for the 
constitution, nothing forthe treasury, nothing 
for the ple. Its chief desire has been to get 
fuch a firm grip or control of the government that 
sor generations to come its politicians may feed 
upon the spoils of power. 

To accomplish this, the party has increased its 
majority in the house of representatives by arbi- 
trarily ejecting democrats from their seats; has 
stolen the representation of one state in the sen- 
ate; has admitted to the union states whose only 
claim to admission is that they will swell republi- 
can majorities ; has denied representation to dem- 
ocratic territories much better qualified for state- 
hood in point of population and resources; has 
ignored the rights of a majority by tyrannical 
methods and the ruling of the speaker of the 
house; has squandered the treasury surplus by 
extravagant appropriations to conciliate particu- 
lar interests; has enacted a tariff bill which will 
supp'y corruption funds for elections; has con- 
ducted the census, denounced@ every- 
where as useless, and manipulated for count- 
ing republican populations up and democratic 
populations down; and has threatened the enact- 
ment of the force bill, which will put an end to 
state authority in the certification of federal 
elections, and make congress not representative 
of the people, but the creature of whatever men 
federal officials may choose to count in. 

This is a record for an endorsement of which 
the leaders of the republican party are now 
stumping the country. If our institutions are to 
be preserved, pure and intact, every patriotic citi- 
zen must do his duty in rebuking this grasping 
and tyrannical political oligarchy. 

When the present congress convened in Decem- 
ber last, the republicans had a majority of three 
in the house of representatives of the new states. 

Eighteen contested election cases were submit- 
ted to the cemmittee on elections, all but one 
brought by republicans, and that one by a man 
who afterwards acted with the republicans as a 
condition of his being seated. In order to facili- 
tate the process of counting democrats out and 
republicans in, no rules were adopted for the 
space of three months and then only when the 
loud protest of the country made it impoli-ic to 
outrage public sentiment longer. The house pro- 
ceedings were conducted on what the speaker 
called ‘“‘general parliamentary laws,” but what 
in fact was his own arbitrary will. The most sa- 
cred parliamentary rights guaranteed tothe mi- 
nority during the century of the government were 
ignored. With the brute force of the majority 
and without ashow of reason, democratic con- 
gressinen, bearing official credentiais from their 
states that they were legally and properly elected, 
were turned out to make room for republicans. 

Four other democratic members are awaiting 
decapitation by these political assassins at the 
next session of congress. Is it any wonder that, 
having accomplished this czar-like purpose, 
Speaker Reed exclaims: ‘‘Thank God, the house 
oO representatives is no longer a deliberative 


body. 

Aiter discussing the tariff, so far as it relates to 
the interests of farmers, Governor Hill continued 
as follows:

GLADSTONE MAKES A GREAT 
SPEECH AT EDINBURGH. 


HIS EXPOSURE OF BALFOUR'S POLICY 


The People of Great Britain Taxed in Order 
to Fill the Pockets of Landlords in 
Ireland—A Talk with Patti. 


WR, 


Lonpon, October 21.—Mr. Gladstone ad- 
dressed an audience of 5,000 persons in the 
corn exchange, at Edinburgh, this evening. 
Ireland, he said, contintied to eclipse all other 
subjects. The country now fully recognized 
that the Irish question must be settled before 
others. The opponents of home rule had 
hoodwinked and deluded their constituencies 
by pledging themselves against coercion, prom- 
ising the local government and expressing 
themselvés against granting large advances of 
British money to buy out the landlords,fjyet 
their first favorite measure, after gaining 
power, was coercion. 

The local government was vanishing in thin 
air and there was a proposal before parlia- 
ment granting £40,000,000 to buy out the 
landlords. The conservativés took credit for 
setting Ireland right bya firm and resolute 
government. Their administration of law 
was worse than the law itself. The state -of 
things are such that the Irish ought to hate 
the law, though he would not say they ought 
to break it. The government itself was a per- 
fect pattern of illegality. Its methods tended 
to provoke the people. 

ALLUSIONS TO THE TIPPERARY ROW. 

Mr. Gladstone then referred to the Tipperary 
affair. it was grossly illegal, he said, to close 
the doors of the courthouse against the people. 
The appointment of Magistrate Shannon to 
try the case, was a gross scandal, not merely 
because he was an executive officer, but also 
because he had been involved in a serious per- 
sonal altercation with Mr. Dillon. If such 
tricks were played in England by 
@ wantonness of power, a very short 
way would be found to remedy such 
abuse. After the examples of the police 
misconduct at Mitchelstown and Tipperary it 
was impossible to respect the police or the ad- 
ministration of law by the police. Their bru- 
tality and harshness constituted the crowning 
insult of absenteeism, the grossest that could 
be inflicted on the people at such a time. 

BALFOUR’S ABSENCE FROM IRELAND. 

Balfour appeared to feel that it was not a 
part of the business of a minister for Ireland 
to reside there. Besides, how many of those 
present knew whether there was a lord lieu- 
tenant of Ireland or not? [Laughter.] No- 
body heard of him. Absenteeism, which was 
among the lowest signs of depredation in the 
last century, seemed now a_ constant 
habit, the Irish minister. flounting his absence 
in the face of the people. The government 
vaunted itself onthe peace in Ireland, yet 
kept six times more policemen there than in 
England and Scotland. British taxpayers 
paid £1,600,000 yearly to the Irish police sim- 
ply to assist in collecting rents for landlords. 
English and Scotch landlords met their 
tenants fairly, and had not found it necessary 
to appeal for the help of policemen to collect 
their rents. Yet British landlords had lost 
more on rents than Irish landlords, and if the 


government would grant a general election, | 


the state of public opinion would prove that 
the country was won over to home rule. 

On this great question of Ireland, Mr. Glad- 
stone concluded: 

The last of the fortresses of bigotry and oppres- 
sion would go down before the liberals’ attack. 
Justice to Ireland would rid them of an intoler- 
able nuisance and deep disgrace, and would gild 
with a glow brighter than that of any former 
period the closing years of a gloriousreign. = 

The speech was received with enthusiastic 
cheers. 

LISTENING TO PATTI, 

Shortly after the conclusion of the speech 
Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone attended a concert at 
which Patti sang. Dense crowds were assem- 
bled outside the concert hall, as Mr. Glad- 
stone’s carriage drove up, and he was heartily 
cheered. He was also cheered by the concert 
audience. After the concert Mr. Gladstone 
had a long and pleasant interview with Patti.

THE TIPPERARY TRIALS. 


One of the Defendants Asks for a 
mons Against Balfour. 


TipPERARY October 21.—Trial of the de- 
fendants indicted for conspiracy was resumed 
before magistrates Irwin and Shannon today. 
One of the witnesses who gaye evidence yes- 
terday for the crown, testified that he had 
since been told that hereafter his family would 
not be supplied with milk. 

A discussion followed between the counsel, 
in the course of which V. B. Dillon, of counsel 
for the defendants, said he wished that the tri- 
bunal before which the case’ was being heard 
was the superior, instead of a magistrate’s 
court. Ifsuch was the case, he would charge 
Balfour with contempt of court for his recent 
utterances at New Castle. 

Michael O’Brien, one of the defendants, 
asked that summons be issued against Balfour, 
compelling him te appear before the court and 
state, under oath, what he had said at New 
Castle. The court deciined to issue the sum- 
mons, declaring that it refused to be the me- 
dium for anything illegal or improper. 

David Sheehan, one of the defendants, took 
part in the discussion and made remarks 
which were construedjby a majority as con- 
tempt of court. He was accordingly com- 
mitted to jail for one week. 


A Regulation French Duel. 


Paris, October 21.—The duel between M. 
Paul Deroulede and M. Reinach, growing out 
of the debate in the chamber of deputies yes- 
terday, relative to the action of the govern- 
ment against the Boulangists, in the course of 
which M. Deroulede insulted M. keinach by 
describing him as ‘“‘that lackey of all adminis- 
trations,” took place at an early hour this 
morning. The weapons used were pistols. 
Twenty-five were marked off by the sec- 
onds, and the principals then took their posi- 
tions. At the word, M. Reinach fired, but his 
shot flew wide of its mark. M. Deroulede did 
not fire. M. Reinach’s seconds then proposed 
that the duel be continued, but M. Deroulede 


declined to accede to the proposal.

TUTION reporter. yesterday. 

“Yes,”’ he said, ‘‘we have talked about such 
& consolidation for some time past, but as yet 
no propositions have been made by any of the 
lines interested. 

“Mr. Joel Hurt, Mr. Palmer and 
myself had a conference about it not 
long ago, but nothing definite was accom- 
plished, though all seemed to be impressed 
with the advantages of sucha move. It is 
possible that nothing will ever come of the 
talk, and then again it is possible that the con- 
solidation may bo effected. 

‘There are numerous reasons why a busi- 
ness connection between these lines would be 
desirabie. They could all be manipulated 
under one management, which would reduce 
expenses materially. 

“Then by cross-townfeonnections we would be 
able to offer desirable conveniences to the 
people who travel on street cars. 

“But Ihave said, there’s nothing in it so 
far but talk. No further conference is to be 
held that I know of.”

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THE LARGEST MAN LIVING. 


John Hanson Craig, of Danville, Ind., 
Weighs 907 Pourds. 

MARTINSVILLE, Ind., October 21.—Indiana 
now lays claim to the heaviest man in the 
world, in the person of John Hanson Craig, of 
Danville, Hendricks county. 

Mr. Craig was born in Iowa City, Iowa, in 
1855. When quite small his parents removed 
to Kentucky, where they lived until John was 
about thirteen years old. At birth he weighed 
eleven pounds. When eleven months old his 
weight was seventy-seven pounds. Tlrom 
this time on his gain in flesh 
was phenomenal. At the age of two 
years his welght was 2.5 pounds. During 1258 
his paronts took him to New York cit; 
entered him asa contestant in the } aby six 


.inaugurated by P. T. Barnum, and he was 


awarded a cash prize of #1,000 as the largest 
and heaviest child on exhibition, At the ave 
of five years his weight had inercased to 
pounds. 

During the next six years his weight in- 
creased to 405 pounds. The following 
years his weight increased 196 pounds, causing 
him to tip the beem at 601 pounds. Atthe age 
of twenty-iive his weight was 725: at twenty- 
seven it had increased to 758 pounds. Durisg 
the next year he gained thirty-four pounds, 
making his weight at the age of twenty-eight 
792. From that time on his weight has been 
gradually increasing until he now tips the 
scales at 907 pounds. 

Mr. Craig has never been iila day in his 
life, is a very delicate eator, is not addicted to 
the use of intoxicants, and does not use to 
bacco in any form. 

Mr. Craig stands six feet five inechesin his 
stocking feet, and measures eight feet four 
inches at the hips. It requires forty-one yards 
of cloth to make him a full suit—coat, vest, 
and pantaloons—and it takes three pounds of 
yarn tomake hima pair of stockings. He 
laughingly says the cows always smile when 
they see him going to ashoe shop to leave his 
measure for a pair of boots, as it willtake a 
whole side to make him a pair. He wears No 
12 boots. 

The father of Mr. Craig was a very small 
man, weighing from 115 to 120 pounds; his 
mother was a small woman, not weighing over 
110 or 115 younds. His great-great-grand- 
father, on his mother’s side, was the first gov- 
ernor of Vermont, Governor Crittenden, and 
was born in Ireland. His grandfather, Dr. 
Hanson Catlett, was assistant surgeon-general 
of the United States for thirty-five years, and 
died in the government service at East Lib 
= Pa. He was a native of England. 

n his father’s side Mr. Craig’s grandfather 
wasanative of Scotland. His grandmother 
was a German, having been born in Frank« 
fort. Mr. Craig is a first cou:in to William P. 
Hepburn, ot the present time solicitor for the 
United States treasury. 

His wite is a beautiful woman, about thirty 
years old, small of stature, and will weigh, 

rhaps, 130 —— Her luxuriant, raven- 

lack hair falls in graceful curls, reaching 
below her waist. Mr. Craig says he fell in 
love with his wife when they first met, and, 
as she has never tried to wear the trousers, he 
still adores her as much as he did the day they 
were married.

An Interesting Will Case,in Which a Woman 
Sent to the Insane Asyium Left 
Her Money tothe Judge. 


Atuens, Ga., October 21.—[{Special.}—An 
interesting case has just been finishedin the 
Oglethorpe superior court. It was the case af 


John G. Gibson, executor and propounder of . 


the last will and testament of Mrs. Susan M. 
Wray vs. Anna C, Ivy, et al., caveators. 

The legatee of the will is Judge Samgel 
Lumpkin, judge of the northern circuit. Hon. 
Thomas 8S, Mell, of the Athens bar, acted as 
judge by agreement. 

THE HISTORY OF THE CA®E. 

The history of the case is one of peculiar in- 
terest. Mrs. Susan M. Wray, an old lady of 
upwards of seventy years of age, died in the 
lunatic asylum at Milledgeville in October, 
1890. At the time of her death she was worth 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $8,000, 
her estate being under the wman- 
agement of Judge Samuel Lumpkin. 
Soon after her death a will was 
offered for probate, which gave all her prop- 
erty to Judge Lumpkin, and her heirs, who 
were thus disinherited, cayeated and the ordi- 
nary set up the will, and now comes the case 
to the superior court. 

Old Mrs. Wray was in the lunatic asylum at 
Columbia, S. C., during 1849 and 1850, and 
from 1852 until 1860 she was in the same asy- 
lum. Shethen came home, remained there 
until 1874, when she was sent to the asylum at 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., and stayed there a while. 
She returned home, and in 1886 was sent to 
Milledgeville, where she died in 1889. 

THE GROUNDS OF CONTEST. 

The grounds are as follows: -That. Mrs. 
Wray was not of testimony mind, and, second, 
that undue influence and fraud were practiced 
by Judge Samuel Lumpkin to secare it; 
third, she was laboring under a mistake as 
to the conduct of her heirs toward her. 
So on these grounds the case started 
and without trouble a jury was secured to 
try it. 

The evidence of the propounders consisted 
in the testimony of the three subscribing wit- 
nesses of the will as to the condition of Mrs. 
Wray at the time of making the will. Judge 
Lumpkin declared that he thought her sane, 
and that he was entirely innocent of any 


charge to the effect that he had propounded the 


will through fraud. The evidence for the 
caveators went to show her insanity; how she 
gave every evidence of unbalanced mind and 
one that could be easily influenced; also that 
she entertained ideas concerning her heirs at 
law that were not warranted by the facts that 
were in the case; that someone must haye 
misrepresented them to her. 
THE WILL SUSTAINED. 

After hearing arguments and the charge of 
the judge, the jury retired, and came back 
with a verdict to establish the will.. The case 
will be carried to the supreme court.

“DIFFERENCE IN POLITICAL 

Coniinning on this line, my informant said: 
‘‘T fear tliat the tendency here at the north is 
to leave politics and the business of govern- 
ment to a governing class, composed, to a great 
extent, either of men of weaith, who use their 
enormous fortunes to establish and maintain 
monopolies, making the rich richer and the 
poor poorer, or of men who go into politics as 
a business .and work it as a _ pro- 
fession or trade, and work it for 
all that it is worth. Of the 
business inen of New York, nearly one-half are 
entirely indifferent to public affairs, and say 
that we haue notime for politics. The fact 
is, that up there each man devotes himself so 
entire!y to his own business as to make a 
specialty of it.

THE ELECTIONS. 

“But is not great interest felt in the elec- 
tion?”

SOME FACTS ON PATRONAGE. 

Some interesting figures on the subject of 
patronage were contained in a newspaper 
clipping, which my informant showed me.

and one at $4,000; one of parks, $5,000; one of 
taxes and assessments $5,000, and two at $4,000; a 
pecretary and chief clerk, at $5,000; fifteen police 
justices at $8,000; one chamberiain $25,000, and one 


corporation counsel $12,000. 
‘“«yne of the chief causes of the defective ad- 


ministration of the government of this great 
city,’ continued the New Yorker, “grows out of 
the jealously of the state legislature, which gives 
but little real power to the chief executive, be- 
cause itis always democratic, while under the 
present legislative apportionment, so strongly de- 
nounced ana sturdily resisted as unjust by gov- 
ernor D. B. Hill, the legislative power of this 
great democratic city has been for many years in 
the hands of the republican party, which exercises 
it, under the domination of Tom Platt, solely with 
reference to securing [places and emoluments 
to himself and his followers.” 
THE ENSUING ELECTION. 

As to the ensuing election, my friend said: 

“Por the ensuing election the county democ- 
racy and Tammany have united on the nomi- 
nations for the cight congressional districts, as 
well as on the members of the general assem- 
bly.

Considering these things and some others 
that need not be mentioned, we think si- 
lence would become Jason Gould better than 
the flippancy with which he sneers at the 
misfortunes of the poor. 


A Scholar’s Protest, 

Julian Hawthorne isa man of letters, a 
scholar, and a man of genuine talent. He 
was liberally educated in this country and 
in Europe, and began his literary career un- 
der the most favorable auspices. Despite 
allthese advantages, however, Mr. Haw- 
thorne finds it a difficult matter to earn a 
living, and impossible to get ahead in the 
world. He works industriously, and yet 
finds himself distanced in the race by com- 
petitors who never saw the. inside of a uni- 
versity. 

Very naturally Mr. Hawthorne is inclined 
to take a gloomy view of the situation. He 
believes that modern education is a gigantic 
mistake, and suggests that it would be well 
to try the experiment of discontinuing for a 
century or so everything that we at present 
regard as education. He thinks that this 
would give life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness a great impetus. 

This disgusted scholar frames a long 
bill of indictment against our educational 
systems. He says that a liberal education 
lays before the pupil a synopsis of the sev- 
eral leading branches of knowledge, and 
then he is hurried into a trade or calling 
where only a traction of his synoptical ac- 
quisitions will be of any use to him. Mean- 
while he mistakes his index of knowledge for 
knowledge itself. On the other hand, what 
we call popular or practical education simply 
sharpens a man into a profile, an edge, a 
point, fitted to do mechanically and monot- 
onously one single thing, and to do or un- 
derstand nothing else inthe world. The 
liberal education, Mr. Hawthorne asserts, is 
bad because it begins what it never carries 
out, and the practical education is bad be- 
cause ittransforms a mun into a 
machiné, 

When the average man goes through the 
educational mill, and begins his tussle with 
the world he finds that he isa little unripe 
man. He has a textbook answer for every 
question, and yet when he grapplés with the 
problems of life he is an empty, shallow, 


helpless creature, with no knowledge that is’ 


worth anything. - 

But what is the remedy? Mr. Hawthorne 
talks eloquently about the evil, but he fails 
to show how we are to correct it. He makes 
a plea for the development of heart-power, 
and advocates a go-as-you-please educational 
schedule for everybody, but he fails to show 
the superiority of such a@ course over our 
present systems. The main thing that sticks 
out prominently in his screed is the fact 
that many men without the aid of schoels 
and books succeed, even in a literary career, 
This is not a suffieient 
reason for smashing .the entire system of 
modern education. There is no reason why 
a scholar should not become familiar with’ 
the world of mén as wellas with the world 
of books. If he isa failure it may be be- 
cause he was built for failure. A _ strong 
man will not be ruined: by an education, and 
a weak man will not be transformed into a 
giant by a few textbooks, :

Congressman Haight! 

How doas that sound ? 

Of course no one has any serious misgivings 
on that score. 

And yet— 

Have you thought of the new order of 
things? The census returns, and the possi- 
bility of a republican majority in the house of 
representatives inthe next congress? 

There is where the serious part of the business 
comes in. Suppose the vote ran close enough 
for a contest? 

Then suppose thereisa Tom Reed majority? 

Then Congressman Haight, of Georgia, be- 
comes a menacing possibility. 

Thatis the view of the case that those who 
are watching the signs ofthe times might 
take. 

WHAT THE REPUBLICANS ARE DOING. 

It is not, perhaps, generally known that the 
republicans of Fulton county are moving 
heaven and earth in this matter. , 

During the last fifteen days, up to the time 
the registration books closed on Saturday last, 
there was a working committee of fifteen or a 
dozen leading negro republicans hanging 
around Tax Collector Stewart's office day after 
day, running every negro vote possible, 

The result? 

Why, about 1,800 negroes paid their taxes 
and registered for the coming congressional 
election. 

Mr. Stewart remarked to one of the leaders: 

“I believe you have been around raising 
them from the dead.’’ 

‘‘Ah,”’ said the negro leader, “if you demo- 
crats would only allow us to get a little nearer 
to you, Mr. Quay would send usa good, nice 
pile out of the ‘bar’l’ up there at headquart- 
ers.” 

There have been at least 250 negroes regis- 
tered who are over age and are not compelled 
to pay poll tax. 

WILL THEY MAKE ANOTHER ISSUER? 

From casual remarks dropped by some of 
those who are most zealous in working up the 
vote for Mr. Haight, there appears to be an- 
other issue that may be made. 

That is that the local law may be ever s0 
binding in a county or state election, as re- 
gards registration, but is it equally so in a 
national election ? 

Many of them claim, and it is evident that 
they have been givey the cue by others in 
higher places, that sofa man pays his taxes he 
is entitied to yote, whether his ticket is 
stamped registered or not. 

So it follows that the republicans of Fulton 
county have some deop-laid scheme!to circum- 
vent the democratic party. 

Depending on the 1,800 negroes registered, 
the 800 to 1,000 white republicans, the disaf- 
fected and those that they may be able to 
work in by different ways and means, they in- 
tend to secare a pretty fair yote. 

Then they are figuring on the apathy and 
indifference of the democratic party to help 
them out. 

So, itis possible, unless the democrats go 
actively to work, that there may be a contested 
election case from this district. 

Then, who can prophecy as to the result? 

Is this not food for earnest thought.
